Being Cited 


KEEP CAR IN GOOD, SAFE 
" REPAIR IS WATCHWORD 
OF CHIEF SIMMONS 


Cars being driven on the streets 
of East Jordan in unsafe mechan- 
ical condition were cited today by 
Chief Harry Simmons as the tar- 
get of the State Safety Commis- 
sion’s May program of traffic 
safety education. 

“Keeping your car in good, 
safe repair,’ the Chief said, “is 
very similar to. keeping your. teeth 
in good condition. . Everyone 
agrees that it is ‘important, ‘but 
when it comes to having a check- 
up it is far too easy to delay the 
inspection until it ‘feels like there 
might be something wrong’.” 

That “something” when it 
comes down to the maintenance 
of your car, according to Chief 
Harry Simmons, may result in a 
‘brake, light, or ‘steering failure 
that could send you to the hospit- 
al—-or worse. 

- “Of the 28,500 accidents that 
resulted in one or more deaths in 
1948”, Chief Harry Simmons said, 
“an unsafe vehicle was involved 
in about. 8,700 of them. That 


tamounts to about’ 13 per cent. of 


the total fatal accidents.” 

The State Safety Commission 
has as its.slogan during this May 
program of traffic safety educa- 
tion, “Police: Are Checking Brak- 
es”, The project is. sponsored on 
a national scale by the National 
Safety. Council and the activities 
of the program in East Jordan are 
being coordinated by Harry Sim- 
mons Police. Department. 
~ “Unsafe car condition”, Chief 
Harry Simmons: said, “is extreme- 
ly dangerous even when no other 
factor is involved. Couple bad 
brakes or an  out-of-alignment 
steering mechanism with speed too 
fast for conditions and you will 
have -all the ingredients of an ac- 
cident— a bad one! 

“Check today for such Wen 
nesses as: brakes that. are not 
equalized, fail to hold, or that 
must be jamed to the floor board; 
headlights that ara. aimed too high, 
too low; or are cockeyed;-and for 
tires with. cuts and fabric breaks 
that might blow. out at.any time.

MILKING SHORTHORN COW 

PRODUCES 74 POUNDS 

OF BUTTERFAT | 

A milking shorthorn cow owned 
by August Postmus produced 74.4 
pounds of butterfat during April 
according to Don Graham, testor 
for the Charlevoix-Antrim Dairy 
Herd Improvement Association. 
A Guernsey cow owned by Carl 
Conant was second highest with 
71.8 pounds of butterfat. Arnold 
Smith of East Jordan owned the 
herd of 7 mixed cows that averag- 
ed highest for the month by pro- 
ducing 38.4. pounds of butterfat 
per cow. Sam Straw of Charle- 
voix, owned the herd of cows that 
were second highest by producing 
37.2 pounds of butterfat for the 
month. 

The saxo ation: tested during 
April, 33 herds totaling 386 cows 
with 71 dry cows. The average 
milk produced was 706 pounds of 


milk and 26.3 pounds of butter- 


fat per cow, including dry cows. 
The average test for the associa- 
tion was 3.73 pereent. 


GRAIN ON PASTURE 

A question that often comes up 
in regard to feeding dairy cows 
concerns the amount of grain the 
cows should get on pasture. It’s 
hard to lay down accurate grain- 
feeding rules because pasture var- 
ies so much throughout the season. 
Excellent pasture calls for little 
if any grain. Poore pasture needs 
considerable help in the way of 


hay or silage and grain. 


The dairy specialists at the col- 
lege have worked out a table for 
the amount of grain that should 
be fed if your cows are on good 
pasture. For instance, this table 
recommends that Ayrshires, Hols- 
teins, and Brown Swiss on good 


pasture be fed anywhere from no- 


grain for those producing five 
pounds of milk per milking to 
eight pounds of grain for those 
producing 30 pounds per milking.

SOLUBLE FERTILIZER 

People have been asking about 
the use of some of the completely 
soluble fertilizers that can be ap- 
plied to lawns through a_ hose 
equipped proportioner. First of 
all, the soluble fertilizer, when 
compared pound for pound of 
plant food to ordinary fertilizers, 
has the same value. Their claims 
to a place in the fertilizer world 
is complete solubility for applica- 
tion in solution. However, their 
cost when compared to the com- 
mon fertilizers is high. Sometimes 
when sold for lawn purposes the 
price on them is as much as $1,500 
per ton. 

If you want to use liquid fertil- 
izers you can apply superphos- 
phate once a year in the dry form 
and then mix ammonium sulfate 
and muriate of potash and spray 
this mixture through the irriga- 
tion water.

CLEANED WITH SUCCESS 


Winter’s accumulation of soot 
and dust on your papered walls 
probably has caused you some con- 
cern about the best way to remove 
it, Prevention is always best and 
regular -dusting 
will prevent 
paper. 

Suggestions for wall paper care 
are given by Olevia Meyer, exten- 
sion specialist in home manage- 
ment at Michigan State College. 
First,,to make sure your wall pa- 
per can.be cleaned and even 
washed,, choose a washable paper. 
It won’t cost more than many of 
the non-washable kind. Remove 
dust and lint each week by going 
over the surface with a vacuum 
cleaner attachment, soft bristle 
wall brush, lambs wool brush, or 
a broom covered with a soft; clean 
|cloth. The best method is to 
brush lightly upward. This lifts 
and lint, 
rather than rubbing — -them into 
the paper causing streaks and 
heavily soiled areas. 

Remove spots as: they appear. 
Pencil marks can be removed by. 
rubbing the mark with an art gum 
eraser. Wax.and gum can be re-. 
moved by scraping the area with 
a thin knife blade, then applying 
carbon tetrachloride or a non- 
flammable cleaner to a cloth and 
gently stroking the spot. 

Oil or grease can be removed 
by placing a cloth saturated with 
a cleaner over the spot and patting -_ 
gently. Finger marks may be re- 
moved by making. a paste of 
cleaning fluid and whiting, or — 
cornstartch. Apply it to the soil _ 
and after it has dried, 
off. 

Seasonal cleaning with wall- 
paper cleaner or washing adds to 
the life and beauty of the paper.

REDUCE SMALL GRAIN 
WEEDS WITH SPRAY 


Heavy infestations of ragweed 
and wild mustard should not be 
tolerated in small grain fields any 
longer, says B. R. Churchill, farm 
crops research scientist at the 
Michigan Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station, 

Chemical weed killers can erad- 
icate both of these pests, If there 
is no legume seeding in the small 
grain, 2,4-D at the rate of one- 
quarter to one-half pound acid 
equivalent per acre can be used. 
If the ester form is used, the low- 
er rate is advised. The. best time 
to spray the field is when grain is 
about 6 to 8 inches high. This ap- 
plies to both winter and spring 
grains. Winter grains should not 
be full sprayed. 

Mustard and ragweed plants 
will have four to six leaves at 
this time and are very susceptible 
to the spray. The 2,4-D can be ap- 
plied in water, using about 5 
gallons of water an acre. Spray- 
grains with 2, 4-D is

Plants In The Home 
(By Vaun Ogden) 


The geranium is the Memorial 
Day plant. It is perfect for urns, 
-baskets, plant boxes, . beds. -and 
borders, Nearly every farm kit- 
chen has.a geranium or two to 
satisfy the need for a_ growing 
plant on the window ledge, 

However, there are other ger-. 
aniums which are not so common, 
but are also easy to grow, The 
Martha Washington, or pansy-fac- 
ed geranium makes an excelent 
pot plant.

Sins Into The Sea 
OW THE PLAN of God is so 
simple, that is, it can be so 
simply expressed, that one is al- 
‘most tempted to say, ‘Oh, that!” 
-as if it were something we knew 
already. Well, we do know it. But 
the thing is, we don’t do it. 
Part of God’s plan for mankind, 
a very important part, in fact in- 
dispensable—something the Bible 
talks about from the beginning to. 
end—is this: The forgiveness and 
the destruction of sins. (Micah 7: 
18-20.) Now everybody can see 
others’ sins. _ 


‘The Romans used to say that 
every man carries others’ sins 
in a bag in front of him where 

he can see them very well, 
but his own sins he carries in a 
bag hanging down his back 
-where he. cannot see them. 


: We are all in favor of other peo- 
ple’s forsaking their sins. But how 
‘about you? The world does need to 
‘confess its sin; but you need to con- 
‘fess your own. No sins walk by: 
themselves; sins exist only in sin- 
‘ners. Sin does not commit itself, 
‘Sin is something a sinner does. 
‘We shall never get rid of sins by 
‘exhorting other people. We get rid

to live under the Lord Christ as 
leader and king. 

The nearer, here - and - now 
meaning of Christ’s kingship is 
this: Wherever, in the plans of 
men, the spirit of Christ, his 
way and his ideal, are being 
trampled on or ignored, there 
God’s plan is forgotten and 
there disaster is certain. 


But wherever the spirit of Christ 
is in control, there God’s plan is 
being carried out and there the 
Kingdom of God is coming nearer.

POLITICS: 
A New Trend? 


Political observers were face to 
face with the question: is there a 
new political trend in the wind? 
‘In Florida 36-year-old George 
Smathers defeated Sen. Claude 
Pepper, one-time new dealer, by 
‘well over 65,000 in the democratic 
‘primary. Critics of the Fair Deal, 
especially the revolting southern- 
ers, called it a victory over alarm- 
ing “creeping socialism,” big gov- 
ernment, unbalanced budgets and 
the welfare state. 

The winner, however, told Re- 
publicans to take no comfort from 
his victory. He said: 

“The people of Florida in this 
. election proved they were unwilling 
to depart from the well-established 
and basic principles of the Demo- 
cratic party. They do not wish to 
venture off down the side roads of 
‘extremism or dangerous experimen- 
tation. 


“Nor are they interested in turn- 
ing the clock back to isolationism 
and the do-nothing attitude of the 
Republican party.”’ 

Meanwhile, the people of Texas 
elected the first Republican con- 
gressman in 24 years when Ben H. 
Guill, 40-year-old ._Pampa broker 
and former schoolteacher, defeated 
10: Democrats. It was a sudden- 
death election to fill the unexnired 
term of Gene Worley who had re- 
signed to become a federal judge. 

Guill said he was going to Wash- 
ington as one small protest and 
added: ‘‘ . If I go up there 
as one small protest, maybe the 
powers that be won’t think they 
have the whole country in the bag. 
Maybe some of those big shots will 
take a look at this little segment of 
Texas. and take warning.” | 


BOND DRIVE: 
Save for Independence 


With a gentle tap on the Liberty 
Bell, Secretary of the Treasury 
. John W. Snyder on May 15 opened 
the greatest savings bond drive in 
the peacetime history of the coun- 
try. The drive continues through 
July 4. 

The bell is the symbol of the 
1950 drive. The theme: “Save for 
your independence—buy U.S. sav- 
ings bonds.” 


Fifty-two replicas of the historic. 
relic are on tour of the 48 states, 
District of Columbia, Alaska, 
Hawaii, and Puerto Rico. They will 
visit over 2,000 communities and 
will be viewed by millions of peo- 
. ple. 

The bells were made at the 
foundry of the Sons of Georges 
Paccard at Annecy-le-Vieux in 
France and are said to produce the 
exact tone of the Liberty Bell be- 
fore it was cracked in 1835, 

The treasury department has one 
objective—to promote the sale of 
savings. bonds in order to encour- 
age thrift. An attempt will be made 
to contact every potential buyer of 
savings bonds in the nation. 

At the conclusion of the drive, 
Snyder said a bell will go to each 
state and territory for permanent 
exhibit. 


-INDOCHINA: 
To Get Aid 


Secretary of State Acheson an- 
nounced in Paris that Indochina 
would. get immediate American aid 
in the form of military equipment 
in an effort to rid the country of 
the guerrilla war which has been 
going on for four years. 


He announced the bulk of. $75,- 


000,000 already appropriated to com- 
bat communism in the Far East 
will go to the French backed Viet- 
-namese of ex-Emperor Bao Dai 
and the associated states of Cam- 
bodia and Laos to fight Moscow 
backed Ho Chi Minh. 

_ Many observers felt the move 
was an important one in the battle 
against communism in that section 
of the world. Some believed the 
Communists may have made too 
many gains and the aid will be 
“too little and too late.’ 

. Acheson indicated the United 
States would expect a greater de- 
gree of self-government for the 
three Indochina states’ under the 
French. 

He added, ‘‘The United States 
considers the situation to be such 
as to warrant its according eco- 
nomic aid and military equipment 
to the associated states of Indo- 
china and to France in order to 
assist peaceful and democratic de- 
velopment.”

President Truman began his west- 
ern tour with four speeches’on be- 
half of the Brannan agricultural 
program, put took time also to
